FRONT OF BOILERS 


WOULD SAVE LIVES

nionnilnuOn, 
Ind.—If 
locomotive 
whistles wero placed in. more forward 
posit.ons and adapted to a single high 
pitched note, many live." would bo 
saved ,nnd approximately $5,000,000 
would be cut from railroad coal bil^ls. 
according to Prof. Arthur TJ, Foley of 
Indiana university. Prof. Folcy has 
made a study of sound Intensity nnd 
cost of operating locomotive whistles 
nnd claims the low pitch or "chimes" 
whistles aro only about one-sixth an 
effective ns a high pitched warning 
signal. 
The shriek of tho present whistles 
Is limited, ho explains, because of the 
smoke stack, bell, steam dome, gener- 
ator nnd a blanket of hot gases In 
front of it, .causing tho sound to be 
broadcast to tho side of tho track nnd 
not down the right of way toward n 
crossing. 
Whistles should 
bo stnndnnlizod 
and given a higher pitch and tho use 
of similar whistles for other purposes 
prohibited, according to Dr. Foley. 


I3r. Folcy has calculated that 2.-I3-I,- 


063 tons of coal are consumed annual- 
ly In generating steam to blow the 
nation*. 
1* locomotive whistles, a cost of 


J7.302.078, estimating the coal at $.'! 
a ton. With tho more forward loca- 
tion nnd a higher pitched whistle, he 
maintains two-thirds of tho coal and 
many lives could be saved annually.

ton Tuesday afternoon proved fatal 
for W. F. McGowan, 3fi, a farmer, 
mid Ills six-year old daughter, Jose- 
phine, who was ]ils iitoadfast com- 
panion on' all such trips. Tho bod- 
ies of Ihe two were found lying be- 
side one another near a fence one- 
half mllo In the rear of the McGow- 
an home, four nnd one-halt miles 
south of Darl|ngton. 
In crawling through a barbed wire 
fence It Is believed McGowan's shot- 
gun became caught, and was thus ac- 
cidentally discharged, so that the full 
load 
of tho 
woapcn 
struck his 
laughter In the head, killing Her In- 
itanlly. Crazed by tho sight and thu 
thought that ho had killed his own 
child, McGowan Is then believed to 
have turned the gun on himself and 
fired. When found he had a wound 
In his heart that probably killed him 
instantly.

Settlement of tho high school penalty squabble 


on the basis of a $5.000 payment to> the city, (» a 
illstlnct victory for the city and a complete vin- 
dication of the school board In Us firm stand that 
the contractors abide by the terms of their agree- 
ment. When the contractors put In their bill of 
several thousand dollars for extras at the com- 
pletion of the Job and wcro partially sustained 
by the arbitrators' board, the school board then 
took the stand that the oily had a few "extras" 
due It In the form of non-completipn of the 
bulldJlis on scheduled time, August 1. Aftor many 
lengthy discussion In which It was seen no head- 
way could be made toward a settlement out of 
court, the matter was finally put In th» hands of 
the city council, which In turn assigned the task 
to n special committee, with the result that the 
$5,000 settlement wns reached. 


It would have been easier for the school board 


to say, "Ko, we won't demand liquidated dam, 
»ge9." It was not their money that wns Involved. 
It was the public's. But they had principles to 
live up to and tho best Interests of tho public 
to e»rve. so they chose tho more unpleasant road 
and fought It through to the end that the tax- 
payers will benefit.

When You Look at the Moon. 


Arthur Stanley Ecldlngton, professor of astron- 


omy in Cojnbrldge University, has advanced a new 
theory as to tho origin of the moon. He has an 
Idea that sometime about ten million or a hun- 
dred million years ago — tho exact date doesn't 
much matter — this whirling globe of ours, tho 
earth, got quite a bit lopsided. A nodule formed 
on one side, and grew larger and larger until the 
speeding world could not hold It any longer and 
catapulted It Into space, where it came Into grav- 
itational rest 238.000 miles away, and took up 
the work of influencing tides and lovers which It 
has performed ever since. 


But tho hurtling of this chunk of material Into 


the ether produced a great change In the appear- 
ance of tho earth. Up to that point the cooling 
world was covered with shallow water, populated 
by amphibian life. But the creation of tho moon 
made a deep hollow on one side of tho globe, Into 
which most of this water flowed, forming the 
Pacific ocean, and leaving », considerable part of 
the earth dry. Thus land animals and vegetation 
got their start. 


So when you look at tho moon, these fine nights, 


you may V1"1^ " f°r your place In the universe.

Getting the Breweries. 


The sound of popping strings Is heard In the 


.land. 


At last 
prohibition 
agents 
who 
knew 


long ago what was needed to be. done In Pennsyl- 
vania and elsewhere in order to control the in- 
creasingly bad law enforcement situation have 
seized 20 breweries valued at many millions of 
dollars. 


These breweries arc alleged to have been part 


of tho group which has constantly violated the 
prohibition law with Impunity. Tho seb.ur* was 
made under tho revised statutes relating to in- 
ternal revenue as well as under the Volstead act. 
Jt is pVoposcd that the properties, shall bo libeled 
to the United States Marshal. An adverse ruling 
J>y a federal court will be appealed and It is not

pain In the object in view. 


Nor Is this high valuation of pain a modern 


development. The early Roman law, while rec- 
ognizing slavery, carefully prescribed the amount 
of pain any master might Indict upon .his slaves. 
During tlin Middle Ages, when the value of pain 
wns lost sight of, great barbarity and decadence 
resulted. 
73ut English law began, gradually, to 


take account of pain. If, one pension Injured an- 
other, the Individual hurt could collect more 
damages for his pain and suffering than could be 
collected by his heirs if he were killed outright, 
.American law today. In most states, limits the 
damages for accidental killing of another person 
to a fixed amount, usually about $5,000, but if 
the injured individual lives, even for a, few sec- 
onds, and suffers conscious pain, there Is no limit 
to the sum a jury may award for his suffering. 


Nearly everybody Instinctively agrees with this 


high valuation of pain, but veryfew realize the 
high value that nature herself .has placed upon It 
In building up the human'of'panisin. Pain Is the 
danger signal, and our bodies arc BO made that 
we are obliged 'to obey it, whether we want to 
or not. And the receiving stations for this nat- 
ural danger signal are distributed over the body 
just wljere they will do the most good. 


Scientists of ancient times believed that the 


whole body, Inside and out, wns sensitive to pain. 
Surgeons begun to operate, however, before an- 
aesthetics were discovered, and as a result of this 
early surgery it was found that there were re- 
gions Insido the body where no pain, at all wns 
felt. The intestlnts, for instance, can be cut and 
handled quite roughly without pain'to the own- 
er. This Is a comforting fact to remember when 
tho papers report that some hardy patient has 
taken only a local anaesthetic so that he can 
watch the operation performed upon himself. Cut- 
ting through the body wall would be painful, but 
the local anaothotlc, usually nn Injection of co- 
caine, stops all sor.satlon there. 
And one* the 


surgeon gets inside the body he can cut away to 
his heart's content without bothering the patient 
at all. This fact led Investigators to the con- 
clusion that they must look for special.jialn or- 
gans in the body.

Everybody knows that sticking a needle Into 


tho flush Is a painful experience. But only those 
who have experimented upon themselves with 
considerable care realize that there are many 
spots to be found whore a needle can be thrust 
deeply into the body without causing the slightest 
sensation. 
-Again, there arc places where the 


slightest touch of tho needle's point arouses pain 
Instantly. 
These arc called "pain spots," 
and 


havo been plotted out with considerable care by 
psychological Investigators, ns a seaman plots 
out Islands on a navigator's map. It Is estimated 
that the average number of pain spots on the 
human body Is about 3.000.000. 


After this discovery It was thought that the 


problem of pain organs was solved. Each pain 
spot was found to lie near tho end of a tiny nerve 
fibril, and It was believed that an organ too small 
to be seen with the microscope must be attached 
to the nerve ending to give rise to the feeling of. 
pain. 
But such thedretical organs have never 


been found. 


On the contrary, it has since been found that 


only those nerves which have no special organs, 
called "end organs'," attached to them can cause 
pain nt the slightest touch. 
But other end or- 


gans which at first produce n sensation of touch, 
or of cold? or of warmth, will cause pain it the 
pre.ssuro or temperature applied to them is too 
intense.- The difference Is only one of intensity 
of "stimulation." 
This discovery has led to an 


entirely new theory of pain In recent years which 
credits the nerves back of the skin with causing 
.a sensation to be felt as painful. 


An English physician. Dr. Head, resolved to 


sacrifice'his own nerves to science. 
He had a 


nerve trunk cut In his elbow, so that no sensations 
at all could be felt In his hand and and jower fore- 
arm. 
Then the severed ilervo wan tied together, 


and it began slowly to heal. 
As this process went 


on, there appeared areas on his hand where he 
could feel touch, but could foci no pain at all, no 
matter how Intensely the haml was stimulated. Dr. 
Head concluded, therefore, that there must b« 
special pain fibre's In the general nerve trunk 
which had been cut. The touch fibres, from the 
parts of the hand referred to, healed first, thus 
carrying their messages of touch to the brain. 
But until the pain fibres healed, no pain what- 
ever, could be felt. • • • • ' 


Another Englishman, Dr. Shcrrington, com- 


pleted the tracing of pain messages from skin to 
brain. 
He experimented upon animals, sending 


electric currents over the nerves inside the spinal 
column. As a result, Shorrlngton discovered that 
whenever any nerve wns stimulated too intensely, 
the excess nerve current was drained off Into a 
sort of safety-valve nerve, or pain fibre. 
Thus 


we may feel touch and pain at the same time, 
from tho same cause. But when these pain fibres 
reach tho spine, they arc all combined Into a sort 
of pain conduit, where all the over-Intense nerve 
currents, or Impulses from all over the body, can 
travel without burning out the rest of the ner- 
vous system. Thus has'nature provided a special 
telephone lino, as it were, between tho outside 
of the body and tho brain, made of extra heavy 
wire to carry emergency messages. 


.Wo bogtn to feel pain, probably, before we are 


born. 
Certainly within a few hours after birth 


the baby stomach begins to squeeze together caus- 
ing "hunger pangs." Immeriately nil else Is for- 
ffottcn. 
The baby crlas and howls until he get* 


his food, and his Internal pain is thus stopped. 


Similarly, with grown-ups, a good, sharp hunger 


pung will take precedence of all else. The words 
of a friend gain scant attention, once the hunger 
pangs ^begln. 
And, In light of the discoveries 


of Head and Shcrrington, we know why this 
"must be so. The pain messages have a specially 
built trunk-line to the brain, so that they can 
always tako precedence over all other sensations. 
A puln always means that the body is being In- 
jured, and nature has devised the clever plan 
above described to force us to pay Immediate at- 
tention to tho spot threatened. 


Our bodies, In.short, aro so arranged that when- 


ever we feel pain wo know wo must get rid of It 
instantly, at all costs. 
History shows that na- 


tions whoso laws and customs have placed tho 
highest value on getting rid of pain have ad- 
vanced most rapidly. The quick response of the 
United States to the call of human suffering Is, 
therefore, one of the healthiest signs of American 
progress.

Tho 
accumulation of lactic

pounds in the muscles is known to be 
tho direct cause of. fatigue. 
If lactic 


acid or its sodium salt bo Injected into 
ttlio blood it will bring on a condition 
of fatigue and finally a .state of un- 
consciousness. Tile brain cells In ac- 
tivity also produco acid waste, though 
In far less quantity than tho muscles 
do. 
Muscular activity, whether worlt 


or play, is more effective as a sleep 
producer than more brain or "nerv- 
ous" activity; tho normal child who 
plays actively needs moro sleep than 
tho freak or abnormal child who docs 
not play hard. Tho laborer and the 
athl'Hc necdj relatively more 
sleep 
than the person who lives-by hia wittf 
or prefers sports to games.

The circulation In tho brain Is not 
automatically controlled or regulated 
by vasomotor nervo control (contrac- 
tion or dilation of arterioles) as It is hi 
the body .generally. Tile brain circu- 
lation . Is indirectly regulated by 
circulation in other parts of tho body. 
Thus when the blood vessels in other 
parts of the body relax or dilate 
that they hold more blood, the vessels 
within tho skull roceli-o less ,blood, 
because the blood is shunted else 
where. Thus It is hard to woo sleep 
when your feet aro cold; it stiff. <lono 
of alcohol, which flushes the surface, 
conduces to drowsiness, though po- 
litely called "stimulant." 


OC course we c|o not know certainly 


what the Rtato of blood supply to tho 
internal organs other than the bralii 
may bo during sleep, but wo believe- 
they Hhoro in the flush which is prec 
cnt In tho vessels of tho surface and 
the extremities. 
Thcro Is no doubt 


that it is normal and natural to sleep 
after a full meal, contrary to a pop- 
ular fancy. 
And a bod time lunch 


helps a great many people to sleep 
better. Perhaps tho prejudice against 
going to bed "on a 
full 
stomach' 


comes from the unwise practice of 
overeating or indulging In Improper 
food and drink late at night.

on a full stomach; they'll sleep right.
